This country is not scorched with heat, l*»k^ 
great part of Africa and Asia, nor so cold as tho 
same latitude in America. 

Kuropc comp»-ehcnds I^npland, Norway, 
D nmark, Sweden. Russia, Prussia, Batavia, or 
Holl nd, Germany, Aus»ria. Turkey in Europe, 
F ?«iicts Switzerland, Italy, Spain, Portugal, ami 
Great Britain. 

Its three errand inland seas arc the Mediter- 
ranean, the Baltic, and the white sea. That 
pat t of the Mediterranean which lies cast of 
Candiais called the Levant. 

There are no tides in this sea, a current teti 
in irom the Atlantic.

The chief wealth of Sweden arises from its 
mines of silver, copper, lead, and iron. 

i'he' mines arc very spacious, affording 
comfliddious habitations for ntuaerotts families 
aad ■earn to form a subteraanebUa^orld. 

The chief towns are Stockholm., the capita'} 
vhich stands on seven rocky islands \»k\\A^ Vsk^i 
^fmfdeh bridges ; the other lON»iek^ ol xtfAfc '^'^ 
VP^ Gfottenbui^h^ TortiCa) axi^ . Mao*. 
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Sweden is a Tnountaiiious country, aivd is cel< 
ebratcd for tl^e riumbe: of its lakes ; its riven 
are num'erous but small. 

The islands about the Imkea and gulfs on the 
coast of the Baltic are so numerous, that sev- 
eral thousanrU of them are reckoned to be in* 
habited ; the rest are desert rocks. 

In the Bahic Sea there are no tides, and i 
current is always running into the Qei'mati 
ocean.

This empire, the largest that has ever exist 
ed, comprehends all the northern part ^ -Ea* 
rope and A#ia.

but in losing its commerce* it lost its existence 
as an independent state. The supreme ma- 
gistrate was called Doge.

This couniry, which was once one of the finest 
in the world, is now the most desolate and mis- 
erable, owing to its despotic government 

The government is under the Grand Seigndr 
who assumes the title of Shadow of God« Re- 
fuge of the World, Brother to the Sun Sc Moon. 
kc. 

Ancient Greece is included in this country. 

The metropolis of Turkey is Constantinople ; 
the other principal city is Adrianople. 

The principal rivers are Danube) Save, X^- 
perandNttister. 
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The seas of note are Euxine or Blacky A< 
sopti, Marmora, tlie Archipelago, Levant and 
Ionian. 

ThemouBtainaare Phidu8« Olympus. Pa^ 
nassuB« and Atboa« which It celebrated for Ui 
loftiness* andii inhabited by thousands of noaka 
and hermits. , 

The principal lalanda belonging to. Vbrkcf 
are Rhodts and Candu» in the MedinntflMM i 
there t^c also Zante, Cephalonia, Coifn. and!

piibl ic of the seven islands. , 

In Rhodes was once the colossal statue w 
bi-as>, whicfi was one of the wonders of thti 
world. Between its legs ships soiled into thVj 
harbor. In its right hand was a lifrht htm$\ 
for the direction of Mariners It v« in deatrpf^ 
cd many centuries ago by an eartuquake* 

In Candia is Mount, Ida.

Bounded north by the British channel 
the German ocean* east by Germany* Swi* 
land, and Italy* south by the Mcditerranear 
Spain, and west by the Bay of Biscay. 

rhe climate of France is considerc 
most favorable to health of any in Europf 

The goveniment is monarchical and t 
tary in the house of Bourbon. 

France was .incientiy divided into prf 
but since the revoiutioni it has^ with th' 
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crlands, and various other territoriei, acquired 
bv the revolutionary war^ been divided into 
115 departments 

The chief towns are Paris-. Lycmi) Marseilles 
B-.»rdeaux. Geneva^Iiflef Bayonne) and Tou- 
louse 

Paris is the capital of France ; the houses 
are bmit of stone taken from quarries under the 
cicy.^ These quarries a e said to extend bix 
milett, jand are filled with bones tak^n from the 
old cemeteries around the city. They arecaiUd 
the catacombs of Paris. 

Tbe princiiiif' rivers of Franqe are Loire, 
Rhone. Garonne and Seine. 

The canal of Langucdock extends about 1 80 
miles, and connects the Atlantic with the Med- 
iterranean 

The Alps and Pyrenean mountains are in 
France ; the former jnciently divided it from 
Italy, and the latter divides it trom Spain.

subjects* either pass unnoticed, or are involved

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OF THE TERRESTRIAL GLOBE. 

The terrestrial globe is a representition of 
the earth, having ihe seas and countries on it 
exjcilf 89 they are on the surface of the earth. 

1 he spindle on which the globe tuma it call- 
ed i*s axis. 

N B. The axis of the earth is imaginmrf • 

Thi' extreme points of the axis are called the 
poles ; the on^ is the north or arctici the oChOT 
the south or antarctic. 

Aiicit nt and modern geographers tgree in 
dividing the earth into fivr zoiiKa« Dtmclyf 
one torrid, two tempcrare«aud two frozen sones* 

The torrid zone extends from the equator to 
the tropic of Cancer northward, and to the 
tropic of Capricorn southward, extending 83{ 
dcg^rees on each side of the equator, mihing 
in the whole 47 degrees. 

The two temperate zones lie between the 
tropics and pojar circles, on each side of the 
equator, being 43 degrees each ; and 

The two frigid embrace the regions from the 
polar circles to tlie poles, extending in each 
direction 23| degrees. 

The earth is burrounded with several imogi' 
nary circles, which are drawn on the artificul 
globe, or expressed by wooden or brass work. 

The equator is a circle of the earth, equi-dis* 
tant from the poles, and it divides the globe iq* 
to two equal hemisphcrcs^one north and the oth« 
€r south* 
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. Meridians are great circles passing from poll 
tb pule, or over head from north to jsouth. 
' The ecliptic is a great circle in the heavens, 
in which the sun, or rather the earth perforins 
its annual revolution 

On the ecliptic the tm^elye sig»s are marked^ 
Tiz. T Aries, the Ram ; H Taurus, the Bull ; 
H Gemini, the Twins; o Cancer, the Crab; 
Slljco^ the Lion ; I9t Virgo, the Virgin; a Li- 
bra, the Balance ; trt Scorpio the Scorpion ; 
/Sagittarius* the Archer; V^Capricornu«i, the 
Goat; ^Aquarius, the Waierer ; HFisceSf 
the Fishes. 

These signs refer to stars among which the 
sun seems to pass ; and the signs, as well as 
the ecliptic are drawn on the terrestrial globe 
for the convenience of working problems. 

The tropics are two circles, each parallel tO| 
and at 23^ degrees distance from the equator. 

t'he polar circles are parallel to the tropic^ 
and 23| degrees distance from the poles. 

The horizon is expressed by the upper sur* 
faee of the wooden circle in which the globe 
»unds» and it divides the globe into two equal 
oarts. 
The zenith of any place is a point in the 
cavens directly over head or above that place ; 
id the nadir is a point opposite to the zenith. 
The wooden horizon of the globe is divided 
to five parts ; the innermost is marked with

The LATiTVDK of any place is its distance 
fr'^m the equator towards either pole, reckoned 
in degree^ and minutesy and may be 90 degrees 
north or south. 

The LiNoiTUDB of any place is its distance 
from the meridian of London, reckoned in de- 
grees and minutes at the equator, and it may be 
180 degrees east or west.

Astronomy is n knowledge of the heavenl 
bodies, their motioiUi magnitudes, &c. 

The solar cystem consists oi the sun^npd th< 
planets and comets moriog about it* 

The planets are bodiea which appear to ua 
like stars ; not that they ar« luminous bodies, 
that ia, have light in themselves, but they shine 
by reflecting the sun. 

They are calletl planets from a Greek word, 
which signifies wandering ; because th<*y 
change their places, and do not always keep 
the same distance with one another nor with 
the fixed btars. 

There are two kind^ of planets^ primary; anfl 
secondary. The first move round ihe sun, and 
i*espect him only as the centre of their motions. 
The secondary planets, called also Satellites, 
vr moons, are smaller planets revolving round 
the primary; while they, with the primary plan- 
tits about which they move, are carried round 
the sun. The planets move round the sun at 
various distances, some being much nearer to 
him than our jearth, and others much further 

There are eleven primary planets, whose di* 
meters, dhtances from the sun, and periods of 
volntien round the sun are as follows ; 
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. Of these our earth is accompanied by one 
moon ; Jupiter has four moons, Saturn has sev« 
en moons, a^d Herschei has six moons. None 
of these moons except onr owtiy can he seen 
without a good telescope. 

AH the plant ts move roand the sun from 
west to east, and in the same direction do the 
moons revolve round their primaries. 

When Venus is to the west of the sun it is a 
morning star ; when to the east it is an evening 
star. 

The paths in which the planet; move round 
the sun are called their orbits. 

The time of performing their revolutions 
round the sun is called their year, and the time 
of pel forming their revolutions on their axis 
their day. 

The ay is of a planet is an imaginary line^ 
drawn through its centre about which it re- 
volves as on a real axis. 

Mountains have been discovered in Venus 
and the Moon ; hence we infer the same of oth- 
er planets, and conclude that they have valliet, 
oceans, and dry land, and of course that they 
are adapted to the support of animal life, and to 
be the residence of rational beings.

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OF COMETS. 

or all the celestial bodies, comets have ^iren 
rise to the greatest number of speculatioos and 
conjectures. 

But they are now generally understood to bo 
solid opaque bodies, like the planets moving a* 
bout the sun in very eccentric ellipses. 

The figures of comets are very different. 
Some of them emit luminous matter on all 
sidi'Sf resembling hair, and are called hairy 
comets : othe*s have a long luminous, transpa* 
rent tail, prrjixting from the part which is op* 
posite to the sun ; and others are round with- 
out any appearance of hair or tail. 

Tlieir m^ignitudes also are very diiTerent. 
Some appear no bigeer than fixed stars, others 
as large as Venus, and others much larger 

It is supposed that since the birth of Christ 
500 comets have appeared. 

OF THE MOON. 

The Moon goes round the earth from change 
to change in 29 davs 12 hount 44 minutes. 

The moon^s diameter is 2180 miles ; and her 
dlsiance from the earth's ccn'.re 240,000 miles. 
Si)e ^(^es round her orbit in 2T days 7 hours 43 
minutes, movid.g about 2290 miles every hour. 

The moon is an opaque globe like the earth, 
and thiues only by reflecting the light oC the 
9 tin. 
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An eblipse of the moon is when the earth 
comes between the sun and moon and hinders 
the light of the sun from shining on the moon* 

An eclipse of the sun is when the moon 
comes between the sun and the earth, and 
hinders the light of thr sun from coming to 
us An e^pse of the moon can never happen 
^ut at the time of full moon. 

Ail eclipse of the sun can happen only at the 
time of the new moon. 
. A digit is the 13th part of the sun or moon's 
diameter, and is a term often used in speaking 
c^ecHpses 

By means of telescope^ there have been 
discovered on the surface of the moon mai^ 
lofty mountains some oi which are voleanoet. 

FIXED STARS. 

The fis^ stars comprehend all the celestial 
objeetS) excepting the sun, the moon, and the 
planets, and some comets which now and then 
appear. 

They are called fi«ed stars from their never 
changing their situations with respect to each 
other 

They may be distinguished from the planets 
by their twinkling. 

The distance of the fixed stars from tbe 

earth is almost inconceivable. If a cannon ball 

was to Continue moving with the sauvA h^Vc^^^s^ 

as when i5rgt discharged^or 4^0 miXt^ vcv'w^^^''^^ 

it would not reach the neave&\ %:tilcA'^v« v^"^ 

rta/j4,46«^000 years.

Those which 
app'^ar largest, are called stars of the first mag- 
niiu'le ; the next to them in lustre, stars of the 
second magnitude : and so on to the sixth) 
which ^re the smallest that are visible to the 
bare eye 

Thr stars are likewise distinguished' into 
constellationSf which ^s nothing more than a 
collection of them lyin? in the neighborhood of 
each other, and disiin^'uished by the name of 
sotne animal or other figfure. 

These consieUati >ns are 80 in number ; 12 
of which are in tht zodiac, 36 northward of it 
end 33 southward, 

OF THE EARTH. 

The earth, like the reit of the planets has 
two motions, on^: round its axi**, the other round 
the sun It revolves i Mund its axis, once in 24f 
hours, and causes a continual suc^^^tssion of day 
and ni^ht, and an apparent motion of the hea* 
venlv bodies from east to we^t. By t'lis motion 
on its axis the inhabit-tnts at thr equator are 
carried 10)3 miles in an hour.
